The document D1 is regarded as being the closest prior art to the subject-matter of claims 
1-28, and shows 9-deoxo-9-dihydro-9a-aza-9a-homoerythromycin A derivatives where the 
9a-N position is substituted by N-(phenylsulfonyl)carbamoyl derivatives as antibacterials. 
The subject-matter of claims 1-28 differs from this known subject matter in that 9-deoxo-9- 
dihydro-9a-aza-9a-homoerythromycin A derivatives are claimed where the 9a-N position is 
substituted by N4phenylsulfonyl)carbamoyl-gamma-aminopropyI derivatives. 
The subject-matter of claims 1-28 is therefore new (Article 33(2) PCT). 
The problem to be solved by the present invention may be regarded as the provision of 
further antibacterials. 

The solution to this problem proposed in claims 1-28 of the present application js 
considered as involving an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT) for the following reasons: 
It is not obvious for the skilled man to replace the 9a-N carbamoyl substitution by an alkyl 
substitution. In D1 there is no incentive to do so. 
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
